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Five years after he had made all 
arrangements for his own funeral, Col- 
onel James Walthall Robertson. of Ma- 
rietta, was claimed by death, the end 
coming yesterday afternoon at 1:30 
o'clock after an illness of three weeks. 

In April of 1906 he prepared a pa- 
per, In which he gave explicit direc- 
tions for the last rites, naming the 
pallbearers, the honorary escort. and 
telling where he wished to be buried. 
and gave one copy of it to Captain 
W. R. Joyner, of Marietta, 
to a relative in Chattanooga. 

These instructions wiil be followed 
as nearly as possible. 

Colonel Robertson was one of the 
best known men in the state. and 
though he had never offered for office. 
and had on a number of occasions re- 
fused to run when strongly pressed to 
do 80, he was a figure in the politica! 
life of the state, through the action of 
two governors in appointing him to 
prominent places. 

He held the position of adjutant gen- 
eral, and at another time was a mem- 
ber of the state railroad commission. 
Hie was appointed to the railroad com- 
mission by Governor Gordon, and was 
made adjutant general by Governor 
Aian D. Candler. 

He was urged to run for congress 
on the democratic ticket at the time 
that W. H..Felton was elected, but re- 
fused to make the race. 

Over 80 years old, his life had been 
a fruitful and a busy one. Long before 
the civil war broke out 
Structor at the oid Georgia Military 
academy in Marietta. During the six- 
ties he served the cenfederacy with 
distinction. 

For years he had been connected with 
manufacturing enterprises, before his 
retirement from business. He wae 
manager for a iong time of the Ros- 
well Manufacturing Company. and also 
ran the Porter Manufacturing Com- 
pany at Clarkesville.

UN EXTRA SESSION 


President Called New Congress 
in the Face of the- Most 
Tremendous Pressure, 


DEMOCRATS PLANNING 
TO REDUCE EXPENSES 


Leaders Realize That There 
Can Be No Sudden Reduction 
of Tariff Duties, and They 
Intend to Work in an Effort 
to Get the Appropriations to 
Reasonable Figures. 


Washington, March 56.—Notwithstand- 


ying the positiveness with which Presi- 


dent Taft had declared repeatedly in 
all but direct and official language, 
that unless congress should enact iegis- 
lation to put into operation the Cana- 
dian reciprocity agreement he would 
summon an extra session to resume 
consideration of the subject, his ful- 
fillment of that threat within two 
hours of adjournment was an actual 
surprise to many members of that 
body. It was especially so in the sen- 
ate. As late as an hour before tinal 
adjournment yesterday, prominent sen- 
ators and others about the capitel 
made bets there would be no extra ses- 
sion, 
Taft Resisted Great Pressure. 

Pressure, nothing less than tremen- 
dous, had been brought to bear upon 
the administration and upon members 
of congress to prevent the calling of 
the extra session. Until the last mo- 
ment rumors were incessant that 
way would be found to avoid it. One 
of the most persistent was that there 
were in progress some kind of nego- 
tiations between the president and the 
Canadian government, tooking to the 
withdrawal of the agreement by one 
party or’ the other, so as t6 give éx- 
cuse for withholding the special Dill. 

Anotber rumor was that there was 
some kind of an understanding be- 
tween the president an the repub- 
lican leaders in congress to the effect 
that one or more of the great appro- 


priation bills, preferably the general | 


deficiency bill, was to be “lost in the 
shuffle,” so that the special session 
would be unavoidable.” 

Still another was that t leaders 
had determined to hold up some ap- 
propriation in which the white house 
was espécially interested, and that at 
the last moment make its passage con- 
ditional upon the abandonment of the 
extra session project. The blockade of 
the appropriation bills in the filibus- 
ters in both houses yesterday tended to 
give the color to these stories. 

Extra Session Not Welcomed, 

Some go so far as to say that if 
certain senators had believed the pres- 
ident would actually make good his 
threat, they would have made strenu- 
ous efforts to pass the reciprocity bill. 
Whatever may be the degree of truth 
in any of these stories, there can be 
no doubt that the issue of the presi- 
dent's extra session proclamation met 
scant welcome at the hands of those 
members of congress who, after the 
stress of the last session, will barely 
have time to go home for a brief fe- 
spite and to adjust their affairs for 
another session which many think will 
extend far into the summer. There 
are those who believe {ft will be so 
long as to leave only “constructive 
recess’ before the regular session be- 
gins in December. 


At the present time, any prediction . 


of the length of the special session 
must be sheer speculation. The dem- 
ocratse of the house who will initiate 
tariff legislation have had no time to 
inaugurate plans. Any program pre- 
pared now or at any time within the 
next several weeks would be subject 
to sweeping changes dictated by con- 
tingencies which the administration, 
the democratic house or the republican 
senate could neither foresee nor con- 
trol. 
No Sudden Reducticn. 

The best-tnformed leaders of beth 
the democratic and republican parties 
who are familiar with tariff questions 
realize that whatever may be the sen- 
timent throughout the country, there 
can be no sudden reduction of customs 
duties. It is conceded that even a 
democratic house, which immediately 
will be bombarded with demands for 
the radical modification of the tariff. 
or even the destruct‘on of the protect- 
ive policy, must of necessity proceed 
with caution. 

Democratic leaders of the house will 
have many conferences during the 
coming session with members of their 
party in the senate. This fact became 
known today when it was announced, 
unofficially, that expemses wil] be con- 
sidered with revenues. It is now sug- 
gested that work will be given the 
committees on expenditures in the va- 
rious departments which in the past 
have been empty assignments, intended 
only to give to the chairmen thereof 
extra allowances for clerk hire and 
similar perquisites in the gift of the 
party which happened to be in the 
majority of the house. The same con- 
dition of affairs has @isteq in the 
senate. 

Te Check Growth of Appropriations. 

Appropriations, for the large part. 
have been in the hands of the house 
and senate committees on appropria- 
tions. There have been a few excep- 
tions, such as the bills for the arnty, 
navy. pensions and postoffice depart- 
ments, but for the most part the bulk 
of the expenditures has been passed 
on by overworked committees on ap- 
propriations.’ The effect has been that 
appropriations aggregating millions 
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have been voted upon by the great body 
of thn hae dom little or no opportunity

It was in that 
way that the billion-dollar congress 
Was created. It rests with congress 
whether the rapid growth of estimates 
and the almost as rapid growth of ap- 
propriations is to be checked. 

Some of the democratic leaders who 
have given thought to this situation 
have*come to the conclusion that they 
have before them a greater work than 
revising the tariff. They realize that 
the executive departments are called 
upon to expend great sums of money as 
the result of public sentiment, and 
that congress must supply the means 
for those expenditures or else cut the 
expenditures. 

Democrats Considering Dilemma. 

Confronted with the responsibility of 
initiating any revision of the tariff 
which may be attempted following ac- 
tion in the extri ordinary session upon 
the Canadian reciprocity agreement, the 
democratic leaders are already giving 
thought to the dilemma. They realize 
that if’ tariff legislation should be 
passed by the house which would pro- 
vide insufficient revenues, the senate, 
probably, would at once amend it. 

In the event of the supremacy of the 
house in conference, which is not im- 
probable in view of the fact that the 
Senate will be barely republican, and 
a portion of its majority comprised of 
insurgents who may act with the dem- 
ocrats, {t is not doubted that President 
Taft would use the veto. In fact, he 
has strongly intimateda as much, 

Many people think, therefore. 
faw actual. tariff changes will result 
from the extraordinary session. in 
epite of the feeling on the part of the 
coming democrats that the last elec- 
tion impressed upon them a command 
to proceed immediately. 

Radical Reduction of Expenditures. 

Moreover, some of the more conserv- 
ative democrats are already arguing 
that their party was in no wise re- 
sponsible for the extra session. and 
that had it not been called bv the 
president, the tariff question. of neces- 
sity, would have been postponed until 
the regular session, beginning in De- 
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cember. Those who argued thus will 
try to have the question of reduced im- 
port duties considered next winter in 
connection with a radical reduction of 
expenditures in the government de- 
partments. For this purpose they want 
to restore actuality. and vigor to the 
practically dead committees on expen- 
ditures in the various departments, 
causing them to study the needs of the 
different branches of the government 
and give to congress such information 
as it may need to decrease appropria- 
tions in a manner that would not crip- 
pie public business. 
Length of Extra Session. 

If this course were followed, thie 
special session of congress might not 
continue for more than thirty or forty- 
five days. If the views of the mem- 
bers who favor general revision should 
prevail, nobody could forecast the 
length of the session. 

There are elementg to reconcile, and 
the press of reconciliation takes time. 
Everybody hopes for a short session, 
and expects a long time. 

CANADIAN LIBERALS PLEASED 
BY CALL FOR EXTRA SESSION 

Ottawa, Ont., March 6.—President 
Taft's immediate call for an extra 
session of congress in April puts a new 
face on the reciprocity situation and 
may, in the opinion of some of the 
opponents, as well as the champions, 
of the proposed agreement, save the 
cause in Canada from any peril it may 
have incurred by the failure of the 
United States senate’ to indorse the 
plan. 

The action of President Taft consid- 
erably relieves the awkward situation 
created here by the failure of the-sen- 
ate to indorse the agreement. The lib- 
eral majority at Ottawa today declare 
that Mr. Taft has made good, for his 
government, the joint agreement that 
each party to the bargain should use 
its best endeavors to secure legisla- 
tive approval of the reciprocity pact, 
and consequently they assert that the 
Canadian government must forthwith 
compel ratification by parliament. 

The latest canvass of the situation 
shows that were a vote on the meas- 
sure taken today there would be prac- 
tically solid opposition by the con- 
servatives and only three deflections 
from the liberal ranks, so that ratifi- 
cation by a. majority of over forty 
would result.

CAN’T KEEP HIM IN A CAMP

“Bill Miner’ will get away; mark my 
word. That fellow’s a fox, he is. You 
can’t keep a man in a road camp who 
can get through brick walls.” 

Such was the statement made yes- 
terday to a representative of The Con- 
stitution by William Pinkerton, head 
of the well-known detective agency, 
concerning the leader of the band of 
robbers who recently held up _ the 
Southern Railway train, robbed the 
express car, and were convicted and 
sentenced Gainesville superior 
court. 

Miner, who is an old offender, and 
who was convicted in Gainesville un- 
der the name of George Anderson, is 
well known to the detectives. 

When Mr. Pinkerton received several 
days ago a picture of the old man 
who led the gang, he remarked: 

“That’s old Bill Miner; you'll fing he 
has the figure of a dancing girl tat- 
tooed on his left forearm.” 

It turned out as he had said. Miner, 
or Anderson, has been sentenced to 
twenty years in the Georgia peniten- 
tiary, but it is the firm conviction of 
Mr. Pinkerton that he will soon make 
a getaway, and Mr. Pinkerton knows 
Miner about as well as anyone else 

Should the prediction be _ correct, 
Miner will have to evade the officers 
of two countries, as he ts under life 
sentence for a train robbery in British 
Columbia.

Remarkable Case. 


By way of illustration, Mr. PinMer- 
ton related the interesting circum- 
stances of the case of a former crook 
named Suttles, with whom he had ex- 
tensive dealings. 

Suttles went from the Burlington 
Railroagq to the Pinkerton force as a 
detective, anq did fairly well as a 
sleuth until he turned a pretty good 
trick in an express robbery case, and 
officials of the express company 
wined and dined him until he was 
spoiled. 

Mr. Pinkerton could never get any 
more out of him after that, and sub- 
sequently let him go. 

It wasn't long after that that the 
Southern Express Company went to 
the Pinkerton agency in Chicago to 
trace down a robbery at Meridian, 
Miss. The trick had been turneg with 
a duplicate safe key. 

“T’ll wager that fellow Suttles had 
something to do with it,” was Mr, 
Pinkerton’s first remark. 

Investigation proved that Suttles 
and an oldg race-track tout had com- 
mitted the roberry and divided the 
spoils, although the express people 
were under the opinion that Suttles 
was assisting in hunting down the 
criminals. 

Not long after he had been con- 
victed and sentenced, Suttles escaped 
from the penitentiary at Jackson. 

“Some time after that ¥Y was in New 
Orleans,” Mr. Pinkerton said, “when a 
race track tout I knew came to me 
and told me he knew where there was 
a fellow I wanted. I guessed who it 
was, and replied, ‘Well, I don’t know 
that I want him, but perhaps the 
police would like to get him.’ 

“However, I decided to look him up. 
This tout told me I had better .take 
a gun as tne fellow was armed and 
was very desperate. ‘That's all right,’ 
I said, ‘I guess I won’t need it.’ 

“T arrangeqg it with a couple of offi- 
cers, then I went off up the street 
and met Suttles in front of the hotel. 
He shoved a gun into my stomach as 
soon as I spoke to him, but I knew 
he wouldn't shoot. 


his right arm and [I hit him quick, 
knocking h down. 

“He was turned to the Mississippi 
penitentiary d I warned the warden 
that he had better be careful or Sut- 
tles would get away. 

“Not long after that I received a let- 
ter from the warden stating that not 
only had Suttles got away, but he had 
taken one of the penitentiary guards 
along with him. 

“I repliéd, ‘You may consider your- 
self lucky that he did not carry off 
the entire penitentiary.’ "’ 

Sequel to the Story. 

Suttles went to Juneau, Alaska, and 
made money. Some time after that Mr. 
Pinkerton was in the west and met a 
man on a Pullman, who knew Suttles. 

“You might tell him it would be 
well for him to pay his debts,’ Mr. 
Pinkerton told him. 

The detective chief took one of his 
own cards and wrote on the back of it 
“M. J. O’Brien.” Mr. O’Brien was then 
president of the Southern Express 
Company. 

Later, Suttles went to the Memphis 
headquarters of the Southern Express 
Company, asked for the exact figures 
as to the loss and expense to the com- 
pany of the Meridian robbery, and paid 
the amount in full. 

Then he went to Jackson, Miss. He 
went straight to the governor and 
paid to the state through him $500, 
whieh had been paid as a reward for 
hig capture, then he went to the war- 
den of the penitentiary and surren- 
dered himself. 

The newspapers used the story and 
so much sympathy for Suttles was 
aroused that he was soon pardoned. 

Suttles is now in the west, where he 
has made a fortune legitimately, and 
he is also taking care of the guard 
who helped him escape from the peni- 
tentiary at Jackson. 

“This story occurred to me,’’ said Mr. 
Pinkerton, “because old Bill Miner is 
very much the same sort of a crook, 
and I don’t believe penitentiary walls 
will hold him any more than they did 
Suttles.’’ 

Life Pass at Theater. * 

Mr. Pinkerton is in Atlanta for the 
first time in more than fifteen years. 
His last visit was to a convention of 
police chiefs when Arthur Connally 
was chief of the Atlanta force. 

His only visit before that time was 
when he came down some thirty years 
ago in connection with an express 
robbery in Atlanta, and succeeded in 
recovering most all of the stolen 
money. 

His visit on this occasion was 
brought about both by the Gainesville 
train robbery case and his desire to 
visit certain clients of whom he has 4 
large number among the banks all 
over this state and the south. The 
crooks always dodge a bank that car- 
ries a Pinkerton sign. 

Mr. Pinkerton visited the Grand Sat- 
urday night and handed out a bit of 
pasteboard. It looked rather queer to 
the man on the door and he inquired 
about it. It was submitted to Manager

He Will Leave Rocke- 
feller House of Worship. 


Englishman Says He Sees No 
Future for Rockefeller’s Fifth 
Avenue Churgh---Aked Has 
About Decided to Accept 
California Call. 


New York, March 6.—Frankly stat- 
ing the disappointment he had expe- 
rienced in’ his ministry to the wealthy 
congregation of the Fifth Avenue Bap- 
tist church, the Rev. Charles F. Aked, 
formally announced from his pulpit 
today that he had received a’ unani- 
mous and enthusiastic cal] to the First 
Congregational church of San Fran- 
cisco, and said he had been unable to 
find any good reason why he should 
not accept. 

He regretfully aeknowledged his 
fears that great enterprises which he 
had hoped to lead as pastor of one of 
the wealthiest churches in America, 
popularly known as the John OD. 
Rockefeller chureh, were only “such 
stuff as dreams are made of,” 

Salary No Object. 

Notwithstanding the $10,000 salary 
offered him when he came here from 
Pembroke chapel, in Liverpool, Eng- 
land, barely four years ago, and the 
recent increase to $12,000, or his ties 
of friendship in the metropolis, he did 
not see how he could contemplate a 
permanent ministry here under present 
conditions. He chafed under the fail- 
ure of the church to provide a larger 
edifice an@ to undertake larger enter- 
prises. “So far as we can see today,” 
he declared, “there is no future over 
this church or my ministry.” 

He gave the Fifth avenue congrega- 
tion ten days of grace in which to 
consider the situation, if he should 
definitely decide whether he would ac- 
cept the call to the Pacific coast. 

“Let those who love me, pray for 
me,” he concluded, “that I may make 
no mistake througa erring judgment, 
and for this church, that it may both 
interpret and accomplish the purposes 
of Jesus Christ, our Lord. 

Under American Flag. 

“I owe something to the men and 
women of Kngland, who loved me and 
believed inme, who believedin me when 
to tens of thousands of thosé thou- 
sands of the Free churchmen of Eng- 
land it looked as though I were de- 
serting them in the hour of need,” Dr. 
Aked said. 

“IT believed the best work of my life 
would be done beenath the American 
flag, and in association with American 
churches. : 

“Tt could give myself to a great work 
with deathless passion. But such a 
work does not geem possibie in this 
church.” 

To the ad ionitions that he shruld 
have patience for the evolution of the 
great things, Ur. Axked replied that 
sach an attitude calls for “the highest 
type of enthusiasm, the enthusiasm 
which illumines detail and makes 
drudgery divine. Does such a spirit 
exist in our church?’ Le asked.

108,589 feet one mile in the transporta- 
tion of express for $5,075,222. and 
9.902,370,150 feet one mile in the trans- 
portation of passengers for $43,738,723. 
The average revenue per 1,000-foot 
miies—equivalent to hauling a train 
twenty 50-foot cars one mile—was, 
therefore, as follows: Mail, $3.23; ex- 
press, $3.86; passenger, $4.42, the roads 
receiving 19 per cent more per foot 
mile for hauling express and 37 per 
cent more for hauling passengers than 
they received for hauling the mails. 

Mr. Kruttschnitt explains that this 
method of comparison was used since 
it is manifestly unfair to compare the 
rate per ton on mail and express, as 
under the regulations and orders of 
the postoffice department railway pos- 
tal cars are timited to an average ca- 
pacity of about three tons, while ex- 
press cars carry from twenty to thirty 
tons. The postoffice department re- 


quires the railways to haul twenty-two 

tons of car for each ton of mails, while 

the express companies comply with the 

demands of the railways that express 

matter shall be econoimicaliy loaded.

In- addition the railways carry the 
malls between stations and postoffice 
at six-sevenths of the mail stops.

Feature of the Day Was an 
Address on “Pastoral Evan- 
gelism” kg Bishop John C. 
Kilgo---Bishop Hoss Delivers 
Daily Bible Lecture. 


Fully seven thousand people attend- 
ed yesterday’s sessions of the State- 
Wide Conference on Evangelism now 
being held in Wesley Memorial church. 
‘In addition, the platform was crowded 
| with preachers from all over the state. 
The morning session, which took the 
' place of the regular morning sermon, 
(consisted of an address on “Pastoral 
Evangelism,” by Bishop John C. Kilgo, 
who took for his theme “A Return to 
Old Paths.” He said, in part: 
| “The call is for the clearing away of 
| ineidental notions so that the church 


| may get back te the Bible and to God. 
| The trend of the past has been toward 
|; converting the church into split-up 
| orders, dethroning Jesus Christ and 
| exalting to His place of supremacy 
;men high in ecclesiastical seats. The 
_word of God needs to be rediscovered 
and repreached. God's fire fell on Paul 
| and Wesley, and they gathered up the 
bere doctrines, and hurled them against 


| the atheism and scepticism of their 
_times. We are seeking new methods 
at reaching and winning men. Christ 
is being asked to come and give us a 
new scripture. We've got to get back 
to the gospel of a crucified Christ. If 
things continue at the present rate, it 
will not be long until Sunday schools 
will hold commencement days and is- 
sue certificates certifying to a full and 
complete admittance to the pearly 
gates. Modern prophets make much of 
_a theology with emphasis on logos 
rather than theos. Today’s god is a 
compounded god, a manufactured god; 
not in stone, but idealized after the 
fantastic notions of shallow-minded 
students. Less visible than an idol, 
but the worship of this god is nonethe- 
less idolatry. I accord physicists their 
rightful place. I go to them when I 
want a wheelbarrow; but I am going 
'to the God of the old book when it 
comes to committing my soul’s eternal 
issues.”’ 

Biship E. 
| Sunday, in his daily Bible lecture, 
spoke on I. John, iil, 1-2: “Behold what 
manner of love.”’ 

“Many err,” he said, “in supposing 
that they are entitled to be taught the 
details of every-day effort by the spirit 
of God. It is not the province of the 
Holy Spirit to teach the multiplication 
table. Nor can a man lay down a daily 
program and have the direct and spe- 
cifle witness of the Spirit to the sev- 
eral events of that day. This is not the 
mission of the Spirit. The Spirit does 
not bear witness to any additional 
stage of experience beyond that of 
sonship. It is not a testimony born 
either to justification or regeneration 
specifically. 

“The glory of our future destiny 
will consist essentially in our like- 
ness to Jesus Christ. We are predes- 
tinated to be conformed to His image. 
This conformity invVolves our bodies 
as well as our spirits. This likeness of 
our spirits includes purity and 
strength—and this likeness of our 
bodies, likeness to His body. This is 
attained by the vision of Him. We 
shall see Him as He fs.” 

Afternoon Meetings. 

At the laymen’s mass meeting in the 
afternoon, Bishop Hoss and Colonel 
Nat Harris made the principal ad- 
dresses. They were both raised near 
Jonesboro in east Tennessee, and each 
was most felicitous in personal refer- 
ences to the other. Colonel! Herris told 
a laughable story on Bishop Hoss when 
they were boys together. Colonel Har- 
ris said that he was holding a sack in 
a stream to catch fish in, but when 
the fish didn’t enter, Bishor Hoss, pass- 
ing along and seeing his failure to 
catch fish, jumped into the creek and 
drove the fish into the mouth of 
sack. Colonel Harris said that he made 
the prediction then that young Hoss 
would become a fisher of men. 

Bishop Hoss’ address had to do with 
the resemblance of the clergy and 
laity. He said that there was no dif- 
ference in their personal relation to 
God, that a layman has as direct an 
approach to and communion with God 
a preacher. A minister is r0t to 
be better than a layman. He ij. under 
no obligation to be more self-cenying. 

Dr. Hamill sounded as the Keynete 
the need of regenerated men to carry 
on the laymen’s missionary movement 
with the unction of the Holy Ghost on 
them. He said that missionaries going 
to Japan must be courteous to Japan, 
and recognize whatever good there is 
in her religion.

Taft to Name Commission. 
Hitchcock Says He’s 
Gratified. 


Washington, March 5.—It is expect- 
ed that President Taft in a short time, 
perhaps within a few days, will an- 
nounce the personnel of the commis- 
sion provided for by the postoffice ap- 
propriation law enacted yesterday for 
the consideration of the proposed in- 
crease in the rate on second-class pos- 
tal matter. By the terms of the act, 
the commission will be required to 
make a report upon the subject not 
later than December 1 next. 

“While not definite conclusions as to 
the personnel of the body yet has 
been reached, it is suggested, because 
the act provides that one of the mem- 
bers be a judicial officer of the United 
States, as not unlikely that Justice 
Charles E. Hughes, of the United States 
supreme court, may be the head of the 
commission. 

The plan of providing for a commis- 
sion was suggested by President Taft, 
and he himself drafted the amendment 
to the measure.

TO PARDON, SAYS WRIGHT | 


NTITLED 


In view of all the peculiar circum- 
stances of his case, Colonel William A. 
Wright, comptroller general of Georgia, 
believes that the application for pardon 
which Edgar Stripling, the Danville 
chief of police, who as R. E. Morris 
enjoyed fourten years of freedom, after 
escaping from the jail in Harris coun- 
ty in 1898, with a sentence of a life 
term in the penitentiary for murder 
hanging over him, should receive favor- 
able consideration at the hands of the 
prison commission and the gover or. 

“Stripling’s case is an unusual one,” 
said General Wright, “and while I 
know nothing of the circumstances ex- 
cept what I have heard, I am convinced 


,that he deserves a pardon. 


“TIT am strengthened in this belief by 
the fact that for fourteen years he has 
lived an honest, upright life, has made 
a good citizen, has arisen to a position 
of prominence and trust, and has won 
confidence of and made himself popu- 
lar with the people with whom he has 
been associated for all those years. I 
certainly believe that this fact should 
be strong in his favor, and should be, 
and doubtless will be, given careful con- 
sideration.” 

Following the revelation of his iden- 
tity and his arrest in Danville last 
Thursday afternoon, Stripling has been 
taken to the jail in Muscogee county, 
and will probably be -held there until 
an order is issued by the prison com- 
mission assigning him to service in the 
penitentiary. 

To Start Petition at Once. 

It is understood that Stripling’s 
friends in Virginia and Georgia will 
at once petition the ‘commission for a 
pardon for the man, but it is not known 
whether he will be allowed to remain 
in jail until this petition is acted upon 
by the commission or shall be sent to 
the penitentiary pending the final dis- 
position of the application. 

One act of Stripling’s while chief of 
police in Danville indicates his fidelity 
to duty and courage in the face of dan- 
ger. 

Two years ago he was walking the 
streets of Danville when he was ap- 
proached by a pair of runaway horses 
attached to a carriage, in which were 
some ladies and little children. With- 
out a moment of indecision or hesitancy 
the chief dashed into the street, seized 
the flying reins and jerked the horses 
to their haunches.

One of the horses reared and fell, and 
when the chief was extricated he was 
sent to the hospital to have a broken 
leg mended. And that is why there is 
a slight limp perceptible when the chief 
walks. 

FORMER COUNSEL TO FIGHT 
FOR LIBERTY OF STRIPLING. 

Americus, Ga., March 5.—(Special.)— 
There is an “Americus end” to the 
human tragedy enacted at Danville, 
Va., a day or two ago, when Police 
Chief Thomas E. Stripling, of that city, 
was arrested foran allegeq crime com- 
mitted in Georgia a dozen years ago, 
and this “Americus end” is going to 
play an important part therein. 

The whole sad story is well known, 
except the Americus end of it, devel- 
oping yesterday. 

Among the four attorneys who ably 
defended Mr. Stripling when, in defense 
of his life, he shvt and killed a man, 
his neighbor, in Harris county in 1899, 
was Charles R. Winchester, then a res- 
ident of Harris county, ut since a 
resident of Americus, and member of 
the local bar. 

Mr. Winchesteris the only surviving 
attorney of the defense in that famous 
trial, which created widespread inter- 
est at the time. 

Mr. Winchester talked interestingly 
of the case yesterday and doubtless re- 
grets the recent turn of affairs. 

Stripling killed a man at Hamilton, 
Harris county, for grossly insulting 
his wife, Mr. Winchester states, and 
was given a life sentence. Pending 


|motion for a new trial, he eseaped and 


went to Virginia. His wife and chil- 
dren followed, and the family since 
lived there happily. 

Under an assumed name, that of R. 
E. Morris, he has led an exemplary 
life, and for five years past has been 
chief of police. 

Mr. Winchester is thoroughly con- 
vinced of the fact that Stripling was 
justified in shooting the man who had 
insulted his wife, 
to be tried over again in the courts 
of Harris county, the Americus lawyer. 
famili r with all the facts therein, will 
again be in the fight. 

As the only surviving attorney for 
Stripling at the first trial, and being 
entirely tamiliar with all the faets in 
the case, his services, which he has 
already freely tendered the unfortunate 
man, will prove invaluable.

Every 
white girl has four years of sewing 
and cooking, beginning with the sixth 
grade and ending with the eighth 
grade, but may be continued for tavo 
more years in the secondary indus- 
trial. Every white boy has three 
years of drawing and woodwork, and 
may continue industrial training for 
three more years in the high school. 

“2. Every negro child has indus- 
trial training offered from the fifth to 
ninth grade for one hour a day. The 
boys have woodwork and blacksmith- 
on alternate ‘days, and the girls

have either laundrying, sewing or 
cooking every day. For 40 centsa 
month per pupil, Columbus is training 
her negro children for usefulness, 

“3. Columbus provides school books 
for all the grades by charging a grad- 
uated ‘term book fee.’ 

“The fourth distinctive feature is 
the plan of semi-annual promotions, 
with half-year steps between grades 
or sections, instead of whole-year. 
divisions. In the high school, pupils 
are given wide election as to subjects 
and are promoted ang demoted by sub- 
jects, not by grades. They must make 
16 units to graduate, about half of

Busy Session Will Be Held 
This After- 


noon. 


With many new matters to be pre- 
sented for consideration, and with 
much routine business to dispose of, 
the city council will open a very busy 
session at 3 o'clock this afternoon. 

One of the most important matters 
which will be presented for considera- 
tion is the ordinance drawn up by 
Alderman Candler and Councilman 
Harrison, which seeks to put into ef- 
fect the charter amendment relating 
to a system of pensions for firemen, 
policemen, school teachers and other 
city employees. 

Among other things, the ordinance 
provides that any city employee who 
may be disabled may be retired on 
half pay, and that any employee, after 
twenty years’ service, may be retired 
on half pay, provided the pension does 
not exceed $50 per month, and provided 
he does not own as much as $10,000 
worth of property. 

Councilman Guess will introduce a 
resolution Monday afternoon request- 
ing the board of education to consider 
the advisability of adding the teaching 
of dancing in the public schools, 
either as a separate department or as 
an adjunct to the athletic department.

DISASTROUS BLAZ 
HITS. NASHVILLE 


Half of Business Block De- 
stroyed, Entailing Loss 
of $300,000. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 5.—Fire, 
starting in the rear of the six-story 
building at 317 and 319 Third avenue, 
north, occupied by the J. H. Fall Hard- 
ware Company, this morning, shortly 
before 7 o'clock, resulted in the al- 
most complete destruction of the entire 
northern half of the business block, 
extending along the west side o?7 Third 
avenue from Union to Deaderick street. 
The loss, the greater part of which is 
covered by insurance, is estimated at 
$300.000. 

As a result of the fire the building 
cecupied by J. H. Fall & Co. is a com- 
plete wreck, and of the contents, on 
which an insurance of nearly $200,000 
was carried, salvage will not likely be 
over 25 per cent. The building adjoin- 
ing the Fall store on the south, occu- 
pied by Sol Franklin & Co., dry goods, 
is almost a complete wreck. 

The Timothy Dry Ggods Company 
building, south of the Franklin build- 
ing, Was saved by the firemen, but 
water considerably damaged valuable 
goods stored in the basement of the 
building, and the walls are 
cracked as the result of terrific heat 
of the fire. 

North of the Fall store the destruc- 
tion is even greater. The building 
adjoining, occupied by the Nashville 
Outfitting Company, is almost a com- 
plete ruin, and the stock is damaged 
both by fire and water. The building 
on the corner of Third avenue and 
Deaderick street, occupied by Aber- 
nathy, Langham & Shook, clothiers, the 
offices of the New York Dental Parlors 
and Mahon & Watts, photographers, 
are badly gutted in the rear, and the 
damage to the stock, occasioned princi- 
pally by water, is large. 


The origin of the fire is unknown. It! 


is thought it had its beginning in the 
rear of the Fall building. The firemen 
fought all day to save the adjoining 
buildings, but the falling walls, carry- 
ing long tongues of fire with them, 
spread destruction in their wake.

Sheehan Says He Intends to 
Remain Candidate for Senate 
So Long as the Party Desires. — 
Declares He Represents the 
Principle of Majority Rule. 


New York, March 5.—After Gonsulta- 
tion with his Tammany supportera 
William F. Sheehan issued a statement 
today in which he accuses Governor 
Dix of “yielding to those who have 
been obstructing the election of the 
regularly chosen candidate of tne party 
for United States senator,” and says 
that he will not withdraw as the dem- 
ocratic caucus nominee. 

Charles F. Murphy, the Tammany 
leader, said Mr. Sheehan’s statement 
spoke for itself. He would not add to it. 

Governor Dix and Sheehan. 

The general belief of Tammany lead- 
ers is that Sheehan will still hold 78 
votes when the full effect of Gov- 
ernor’s Dix’s letter has made itself 
felt. The governor’s attitude toward 
Sheehan has been no secret to Tam- 
many for some time, and there was ne 
expectation tonight that it would pro- 
duce any immediate result. 

Friends of Martin W. Littleton point- 
ed today to the real significance of Mr, 
Littleton’s recent self-announced can- 
didacy. They say Mr. Littleton realized 
fully that, as matters now stand, no 
United States senator to represent the 
state of New York can be elected with- 
out the support o Murphy and Tam- 
many Hall, and that, therefore, he does 
not expect his support, and consequent- 
ly does not expect to be elected senator, 
What he does expect, they say, is in 
the event of a revolt against Murphy's 
leadership, he may be able to say that 
he contributed to it. 

Sheeban’s Statement. 


Mr. Sheehan's statement says: 

“I regret to see that the democratis 
governor of the state has yielded ta 
the solicitations of the small minority 
of the party who for weeks have been 
obstructing the election of the regu- 
larly chosen candidate of the party fos 
United States senator. 

“That my position may not be mis- 
understood, I now repeat what I said 
in my letter of February 28, addressed 
to the democratic members of the 
legislature: 

“‘T shall remain as my party's can- 
didate for United States seenator so 
long as the party desires me to do so, 
no matter what the personal conse- 
quences to me may be. Nor will 1, by 
word or deed, do anything that will 
justify the minority in their efforts 
to frustrate the declared will of the 
majority. 

Will Bow to the Majority. 


“‘lIf, however, the majority of all 
the elected democratic senators and 
assemblymen shal! sign a call request. 
ing that the democratic caucus be 
reassembled, I shall loyally abide by 
the decision of that caucus, and, if 
such caucus shall decide that another 
man than myself be chosen to carry 
the party standard which I have been 
carrying wince January 16, 1911, I wil}, 
give to such candidate my unqualifie 
and whole-hearted support; but, short 
of such action, I shall not be a party to 
the destruction of the principle of ma- 
jority rule.’ ”

OVER THe OCEAN 


Daring Flight by Lieut. 
Bague of French Army. 


In a Bleriot Monoplane He As- 
cends at Antibes, Flies Over 


Mediterranean, and Descends | 


on Gorgona Island, 125 Miles 
Away---New Oversea Record. 


Nice, France, March 5.—Lieutenant 
Bague accomplished a sensational and 
daring feat today by flying over the 
Mediterranean from Antibes to the lit- 
tle island of Gorgona, off the tlalian 
coast. He covered a distance:of more 
than 200 kilometers (124.5 miles), es- 
tablishing a new record for over-sea 
flight. This he did without the assist- 
ance of dugs, torpedo boats or any other 
craft to guide him or add to his confi- 
dence by their presence. 

In a Bleriot Monoplane. 

lieutenant Bague started at 7:80 
o’clock this moraing in a Bleriot mon- 
oplane, with the intention of landing 
on Corsica and proceeding thence, by 
way of Sardinia and Sicily, to Tunis, to 
visit the colonel of the Fourth Algerian 
Rifles, from which regiment he re- 
signed to devote himself to aviation. 

In the presence of a few spectators 
the aviator left the ground, rising at 
once to a considerable height. He 
shaped his course southward and soon 
vanished. Aided by a strong wind his 
progress was rapid, and a dispatch was 
finally received here that he had ar- 
rived at Gorgona. 

Great Danger to Aviator. 

This island lies between Corsica and 
Leghorn. It is a small wooded rock, 
about 2 miles long, belonging to Italy. 
Bague landed there at 1 o’clock in the 
afternoon, the descent being made awk- 
wardly and with great danger to the 
aviator on account of the trees and 
rocks. The monoplane struck heavily, 
and was hardly damaged, but Bague 
was not hurt. It had been his intention 
to land at Ajaccio, on the west coast 
of Corsica, but, losing his way, the avi- 
ator shaped his course too far north. 
As it was, he covered a greater distance 
over the water than if he had carried 
out his original plan. 


Breaks McCurdy’s Record. 
Lieutenant Bague’s over-sea flight 
breaks the previous record held by J. 
A. D. McCurdy, who on January 80, last, 
flew from Key West to within 10 miles 
of the Cuban shore, a distance of $1 
miles. Glenn H. Curtiss last August 
made a flight over Lake Erie of 64 
miles, while other aviators have done

$1,000, 000 LOSS 
UAUSED BY FIRE 


Minneapolis, Minn., March 5.—One of 
the most disastrous fires this city has 
ever known destroyed today the Syn- 
dicate block on Nicolette avenue, be- 
tween Fifth and Sixth streets, at a 
loss estimated at $1,000,000, and it is 
possible that two lives were lost, al- 
though this has not as yet been defi- 
nitely determined. 

Twelve persons were rescued from 
the upper stories of the building. 

The origin of the fire is unknown. 
The alarm was given by passers-by 
who saw flames bursting out of the 


'second-story window. Before the fire- 


men afrived the tenants of the build- 
ing, who were asleep in the upper 
rooms began to appear at the win- 
dows, calling frantically for aid. 

A strong Bouthwest wind was blow- 
ing, and in a very few minutes the 
west half of the building was a roar- 
ing furnace. The entire fire depart- 
ment of Minneapolis was called out, 
but it was inadequate, and a call was 
sent to St. Paul for help, and this was 
immediately furnished. 

Fleeing From @he Flames. 

The instant the fire department ar- 
rived men were rushed into the build- 
ing where the entrances Were not al- 
ready choked up with flames and nu- 
merous ladders were hastily adjusted 
to help the people who were hemmed 
by fire on the second and third floors. 

Mr. and Mrs. Charles Franson, Elmer 
Franson, aged 19; Herbert Franson, 
&ged 25, and Mrs. Inga Franson, Miss 
Etta Parsons, 22 years old, were on 
the third floor. 

The members of the Franson family, 
finding all other exits cut off, made 
for the fire escape on the alley side of 
the building. Elmer Franson leaped 
to the fire escape through a blast of 
flames. Holding to the hot trons of 
the latter he then aided his mother to 
climb through the window and step 
upon the platform Beside him. 

As soon as her hands touched the 
railing, Mrs. Franson uttered a shriek 
and would have fallen to the ground 
had not Firemen Caldwell leaped to 
her rescue from a ladder perched 
against the New England building, 
which adjoins. the Syndicate building. 
Caldwell made a leap of fully 10 feet 
and took a chance of falling to the 
pavement 40 feet below if he missed 
the fire escape.
